the whole Nation in her Time has been fitly liken’d to 
a Hive of Bees in a warm Sunfhiny Day, —— Of the 
Fruits of whofe Labour we yet partake.

of folid and fubftantial Entertainment. As I am 
a great Lover of Mankind, my Heart naturally over- 
flows with Pleafure at the Sight of a profperous and

* He was eldeft Son of Sir.Samuel Eyre, formerly a 
Judge of the Court of King’s Bench, defcended from 
an ancient Family in the County of Wilts. © 

He diftinguifhed himfelf very early in his Profeflion, 
and ferved in many Parliaments for the City of New 
Sarum, which always fhewed an uncommon Readinefs 
and Unanimity in the Choice of him. 

His Skill in Parliamentary Affairs, and in the Bufi- 
nefs of his Profeffion, fet him high in the Opinion of 
the great Men of his Time, and recommended him to 
the Favour of her late Majefty Queen Anne, who, in 
the Year 1707, made him Sollicitor General, and, in 
the fame Year, he was a Commiflioner for the Union 
of the two Kingdoms. In1710 he was appointed to 
be one of the Judges of the Court of King’s Bench, 
where ‘his Steadinefs proved of fingular Ufe to his 
Country, and where he continued almoft 13 Years, 
conftantly afferting the Liberty of the Subjeét, and the 
juft Rights and Prerogative of the Crown. 

He ferved his prefent Majefty as his Chancellor, 
daring all the Time his Majefty was Prince of Wales. 

In 1722 he was made Lord Chief Baron of the Court 
of Exchequer; and, in 1725, Lord Chief Juftice of 
the Court of Common Pleas; all which Stations he 
pafled through with Honour to himfelf, and Advantage 
to his Country. His long Experience, added to great 
Learning and Knowledge, together with an indefa- 
tigable Application to Bufinefs, enabling him to deter- 
mine the moft difficult Points of the Law with great 
Judgment and Perfpicuity, and to give Difpatch to the 
Multiplicity of Caufes that came before him. 

His private Virtues were as worthy Imitation as his 
publick. He was a Man of great Politenefs in Conver- 
fation, a generous Mafter and Benefactor to thofe un- 
der him, an excellent Father, and a fincere Friend, 
poffefied of all thofe Qualities which render a Charac- 
ter truly great and amiable.
